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For the consideration aforesaid, Assignors covenant and agree with said Assignee 
that they have a full and unencumbered title to the inventions and discoveries above 
described and hereby assigned, which title they warrant unto said Assignee, its successors 
and assigns; and 

For the consideration aforesaid, Assignors further covenant and agree that they 
will, whenever requested, but without cost to them promptly communicate to said Assignee 
or its representatives any facts known to them relating to said inventions and discoveries, 
testify in any interference or legal proceedings involving said inventions and discoveries, 
and execute any additional papers that may be necessary to enable said Assignee or its 
representatives, successors, nominees, or assigns to secure full and complete protection of 
the inventions and discoveries or that may be necessary to vest in Assignee the complete 
title to the inventions and discoveries and. patents hereby conveyed and to enable it to 
record title.
